It 
is said, for instance, that this general or 
that one is about to take to the woods, 
and it is apparently true that certain 
men are nursing programs hostile to the 
American 
Administration. But 
the

of such people, and, in any event, no 
trouble whatever is likely to occur until 
after congress meets. 


It la a fact, nowever, that many Amer- 


icans here believe that, if nothing is 
done toward giving the Cubans gome 
definite assurances, if wit a precise 
date, regarding the independence of the 
island, there will be a rising of some 
sort, although opinions differ widely 
with regard to what it will amouut to. 
Some believe that the malcontents will 
be practically bandits, easily controlled 
by a few troops. 
Others hold that the 


rising would be formidable, and would 
call for a large American force. 


Yesterday there was a gathering or 


2000 people at the cemetery to com- 
memorate the execution of eight Cuban 
Students by Spanish volunteers in 1871 
Many clubs were represented. Father 
Loval, who celebrated mass, spoke 
briefly, declaring that the execution was 
an act of murder. In the course of his 
remarks he said that he himself was 
"more a Cuban than a priest, and ever 
ready to sacrifice his life for the in- 
dependence of Cuba."

In- 
deed the greatest anxiety is felt, and 
more especially in view of the fact that 
a Berlin journal, The Deutsche Warte, 
wnlch regularly prints Boer communi- 
cations, announced, before it could have 
been ascertained from British sources, 
that the naval brigade lost 100 men at 
Gras Pan, and that the Ninth landers 
were captured. 


One point of interest on this occasion 


is that the Boers, during one phase of 
the action, assumed the offensive, at- 
tacking the British on the right of their 
flanks, in defending which the British 
lost heavily. 
From the description 


given In General Methuen's dispatch to 
the British war office of the Boer re- 
sistance, it is evident that they mean 
to dispute his advance step by step; 
while the silence as to his own losses, 
while speaking of those of the Boers, 
seems to indicate considerable loss on 
the British side. 
There is a report In 


Cape Town that Methuen has been 
able to advance to Poney Nest Kloof, 10 
miles nearer Kimberley, where he is 
said to have taken 2,000,000 rounds of 
ammunition. 
This is not confirmed. 


There is also some worry over the re- 
port of Methuen which fails to state 
that the cavalry has returned. 
He is 


meeting stubborn resistance at every 
step. 


The delay caused is naturally giving 


much anxiety in London, especially as 
regards Maf eking, which there now ap- 
pears little hope of saving. There is 
even a fear that, should General Meth- 
uen reach Kimberley, it might only be 
to fall into the same trouble in which 
General White is in at Ladysmith, the 
rising in Cape Colony having been so 
timed as to secure that result. 


An interesting piece of news comes 


from Rhodesia, which seems to have 
been unreported. On Nov. 3 a body of 
Rhodesian. horse from Fort iTull, hav.- 
ing come in contact "with the Boers 
north of Crocodile river, was obliged to 
retire to Camp Spreckley, which was 
afterwards shelled by the Boers, who 
captured all the horses and mules be- 
longing to the squadron. 


The Boers in' Natal, according to the 


latest dispatches, are reported falling 
back from the Moot river northward. 
,This Ijas already been foreshadowed, 
and the movement will probably con- 
tinue until they have reached the line 
of the Tugela river, where they may be 
expected to make a definite stand. 


Estcourt has been relieved, and the 


British column fs reported as pressing 
forward on the heels of the retreating 
Boers. It blvouaced at Frere Saturday 
night, and hard fighting near Colenso 
.may be expected at any moment 


General Hildyard's achievement at 


Beacon. Hill is beginning to be re 5"g- 
nized as one of the best things the cam- 
paign has yet shown, as it has relieved 
the tension of the situation in Natal ar.il 
has brought the relief of Lady s Tilth 
within measurable distance. 


General Buller appears to be confident 


of Lord Methuen's ability and is devot- 
ing all his energy to Ladysmith. An at- 
tempt will be made, presumably, to 
reach Colenso In time to cut off the rr- 
treat of the Boers from Weenen over the 
Tugela river. It is feared, however, that 
the enemy will get there first and de- 
stroy the bridge. At Frere bridge tre 
British found two massive spans utterly 
wrecked by dynamite, one piece weigh- 
ing 224 pounds having been burled 200 
yards.

The Paris Figaro publishes an Inter- 


view with Dr. Leyds, In reply to to Sir 
Henry Stanley, whose statements re- 
garding the Transvaal are declared to' 
be completely untrue. The minister for 
the Transvaal goes Into the matter at 
great length, quoting the moderate 
prices of soap to show that the charge 
of uncleanliness is unfounded. 
He de- 


clares that the statements regarding the 
origin of President Kruger's fortune 
are untrue; that the president's wealth 
la all due to nis personal effort, chiefly 
In dealing in real estate, and that none 
of ft was derived from monopolies or 
public revenues. He said that the press 
had full liberty, and that the Volkstem 
and Rand Post, the two government or- 
gans, received heavier punishment for 
a' breach of the press law* than any 
outlander journal. 
Dr. Leyds alao 


maintained that the mining laws "were 
•o Just that they were adopted - In 
Rhodesia. 


He repudiated Sir Henry Stanley's 


view that the Transvaal was a vassal 
state In revolt. 
He contended that 


suzerainty was expiesuly abrogated by 
(be London Convention, and that the 


Transvaal was a free and independent 
state. This, he held, was proved by the 
fact that an exequater was granted 
to her consul general In London, and 
that England asked President Kruger to 
grant an exequater to the British dip- 
lomatic agent in Pretoria. The burgers, 
said Dr. Leyds in conclusion, would de- 
fend th«i* tortUtpendence to the last man. 
He repudiates the accusation that the 
Boers used dum-dum bullets. He said 
they found lots of these in the cartridge 
boxes of the English prisoners at Glen- 
coe, but could not possibly use them, as 
the rifles were of a different calibre. 


Jeffords Connted Out. 


New York, Nov. 28.—The flstlc con- 


test between Bob Armstrong, the col- 
ored heavyweight boxer of Chicago, and 
Jim Jeffords of California, which was 
slated to go 26 rounds last night, ended 
rather abruptly in the third round. Both 
men went head foremost from a clinch 
over the ropes into a box at the ringside 
In the second round, and in the third 
Jeffords took another Header from the 
effects of a right swing on the jaw. This 
took all the steam out of the big fellow, 
and when he regained his feet he was 
sent sprawling from a right swinging 
uppercut in the vicinity of the belt. Jef- 
fords rolled over in agony and his sec- 
onds claimed a foul on the ground that 
he was hit below the belt Referee 
Eokhardt decided that the blow 'anded 
fairly and gave his verdict in favor of 
Armstrong, after 
Jeffords had been 


counted out and carried to his corner.

the memorial. The order provided that 
an alderman should wait on Mayor 
Quincy and protest against the permit. 
When the chairman attempted to name 
a committee each alderman in turn de- 
clined to serve, but after an attempt to

NDER present .conditions the chil- 
dren of the rich are in more dan- 
ger 
from 'contagious diseases 


than children of the tenements. jjjo'r 
this misfortune the little child of af- 
fluence has bis fashionable mother to 
blame. She goes, out this season ar- 
rayed in a skirt that sweeps the side- 
walks more effectively than any 
patent street cleaning device. 
This 


fllth, gathered up into the folds of 
cloth, is carried^ into the house, and, 
as she walks over the rough but lux- 
urious carpets of her costly home, the 
germs of disease and death gathered 
from a thousand sidewalks are dis- 
tributed upon its surface to be stirred 
up by every passing footstep or the 
housemaid's broom. 


The 'mothers of the poor cannot af- 


ford to wear the modish eelskin skirts 
of costly fabrics, but must content 
themselves with cheap wash goods, 
and every time the garment goes 
into the washtub the dangerous dust 
and disease germs are 
effectually 


cleansed away. 


Most mothers are ignorant of the 


great harm that they are doing their 
children in wearing ^ these trailing 
street dresses. If they must be in 
the mode, they should at least be 
thoughtful enough, once warned, to 
hang their skirts In the open air and 
clear them of the dust instead of 
shaking the mud upon the carpets. 


Any microscope of good power lev- 


eled on a section of skirt hem will 
show a mass of all sorts of horrible 
minute organisms, brushed up from 
the sidewalks, any one of which, if 
breathed into the lungs, would be 
enough to implant In the system the 
infection of some dangerous disease. 


These tight skirts are, moreover, 


the reverse of refined. 
They were 


ungraceful enough when worn with 
the plaits, but the straight, habit back 
skirt is grotesque; it reminds one of 
nothing so much as some nightmare 
poster figure. No matter how ungen-

anatomical deficiency is shown up by 
these terrible garments; even the orig- 
inal of the Venus de Milo herself 
would not have been beautiful in one 
of them. We hear a great deal about 
the perfection of the classic Greek 
figure, but it is just as well to re- 
member that -the Greek women were 
cle'ver enough to wear draperies that 
concealed as well-as revealed the fig- 
ure. 


Four inches from the ground Is a 


sensible length for walking; cycling 
skirts are from six to eight inches 
from the ground. If shorter garments 
were worn, not only in rainy weather, 
but at all times, there would be less 
consumption, typhoid fever, diph- 
theria and diseases of that character. 


There is nothing that I can say 


against the long street skirts that is 
too severe, and I predict that on ac- 
count of them there will be this winter 
an unusual amount of sickness from 
diseases that can be directly traced 
to them.

skies. Every year there are thousands 
of American women who make an ef- 
fort to celebrate the national harvest 
festival abroad in the capitals of Eu- 
rope or in those of Asia. 
This year 


there will be American soldiers, sons, 
husbands and sweethearts who will give 
thanks under the tropical skies of the 
Philippines and under the equally torrid 
noons of Porto Rico, Cuba and Hawaii. 


The natives of these islands are al- 


ways ready for a feast or holiday, and, 
being anxious in everything to imitate 
the Americans, will doubtless be as en- 
thusiastic Thanksgiving celebrants as 
they can, and in their feasting the 
strangers will share. 


The wild fowls of the various coun- 


tries may have to serve in place of the 
toothsome and succulent turkey, but 
the feast will be just as palatable to 
hungry folk with wild duck or some 
other substitute to take its place. 


In these days when canned goods are 


possible in any part of the world, tur- 
key, 
mince pie and pumpkin pie are 


possible anywhere. 
Americans have 


lived so long in Luzon and Manila that 
it is now possible in the Philippines to 
obtain even turkeys and pumpkins. 
The housekeeper in that tropical land 
has many dainties on her marketing 
list which are totally unknown in more 
temperate climates. Fruits of varieties 
never heard of in America are 'served 
upon the holiday table. There are fish, 
too, 
of many species unknown in the 


markets of Ame^ca. 
Sole, mullet, 


prawns and crayfish are among the 
familiar varieties. Of fruits there are 
many—pineapples, mangoes, bananas; 
at least five varieties of oranges, two 
kinds of lemons, figs, guavas,' citrons, 
cocoanuts, grapes and tamarinds.- 


Wild game birds are numerous, and; 


unless the housewife fears to trust her 
black servitor out of her sight with a 
gun, for fear he may take a notion to 
go off with It to join Aguinaldo's army, 
she may be able to get the game both 
fresh and cheap. There are wild pigs 
whose flesh is much esteemed in the 
island, the young ones being particular- 
ly palatable if roasted and filled with 
some toothsome herb stuffing. The isr 
lands boast one culinary dainty that 
is famous the world over; that is the 
birds' nests from which soup is made. 
These can be bought for what is, ac- 
cording . to American ideas, little or 
nothing. 


The chief dinner parties will of course 


be held at the houses of the colonial 
dignitaries. General Otis is now chief 
in the Philippines, but as Mrs. Qtis is 
in America the banquet which he will 
be able to enjoy must be the sorry 
cheer of the bachelor dinner, unless the 
wives of his colleagues should ask him 


to join them at their Thanksgiving 
feast. 


In Manila there is a colony of Amer- 


lean civilians with their wives and 
children, and some of the American offi- 
cers are accompanied by their wives, so 
that the American place of worship 
ought to be well filled on the day of 
thanks and praise. 


In Cuba there will doubtless be gen- 


eral household feasting and rejoicing on 
this day. The Cubans, for one thing, 
are devoutly thankful to be rid of their 
ancient oppressors, the Spaniards. They 
have, in the prosperity that has coma 
upon them with the new. flag, plenty of 
good food, and the rich senors have 
money to buy the seasonable sacri- 
ficial bird of the" Americanos, brought 
over to them in cold storage, in the 
holds of merchantmen or raised on the 
country farms. 


In Porto Rico much the same state of 


affairs exists. The poorer Porto Rlcans 
are not so badly off as one might think, 
where the jovial "bird of Thanksgiving 
is to be secured. In the hills game is 
abundant, and a bird may grace the ta- 
ble of almost any poor family sufficient- 
ly energetic to go out trapping or hunt- 
ing. There is no reason why any one 
should starve in Porto Rico, for the 
fruit trees and the vegetables that grow 
almost as soon as the seed is dropped 
into the ground are at every door. Be- 
sides this, the Americans are still dis- 
tributing liberal rations to poor fam- 
ilies. 


The men who go about selling chick- 


ens and turkeys carry them in bundles 
wrapped with jagua palm. Out-of the 
end of the bundle sticks the turkey's 
long tail feathers, looking like a feather 
duster. Moreover, these bundled tur- 
keys are still alive, and the woman who 
purchases her Thanksgiving bird IB 
compelled to board it until she or bee 
lord and master is ready to kill it. 


The new American cltlzeness In Ha- 


waii can serve a Thanksgiving feast 
truly American if she does not wish to 
restrict it to the primitive simplicity 
of thanks and a hunk of breadfruit 
fresh from the tree. The Hawaiian 
towns have their markets, and In that 
temperate climate everything can be 
raised that can be grown elsewhere. 
For years the . American • church., in 
Honolulu has had impressive Thanks- 
giving services, and the American la- 
dies always decorated the building with 
flowers and appeared on that day in 
their best new gowns. 


Americans in London each year en- 


joy a joint banquet at one of the large 
hotels. This owes nothing to the skill 
of the American housewife , and par- 
takes but little of the character of a 
home Thanksgiving beyond the bird in 
the center of the table. The American 
minister is generally present and every 
one makes speeches and pays compli- 
ments to the English.

DR. BASCOM ON TBCST* 


The Monday club has placed the peo- 


ple iOl this community under heavy 
obligations by inviting the public to 
hear Dr. John Bascom of Williams col- 
lege on "Trusts," under the club's aus. 
pices In the Congregational chapel, thla 
city, Friday evening; December 8. 


The subject "Trusts" is one of the 


foremost of the times, and the speak- 
er. Dr. Bascom, Is an authority on the 
subject. Dr. Bascoru is one of the few 
really learned and able men. of Massa- 
chusetts. Few men can approach the 
question, of trusts with a balance equal 
to Dr. Bascom's. Dr. Basconai is free 
from that prejudice -which spoils the 
larger part of learned discussdon ft 
economic problem, yet his sympathies 
are right to a degree equalling his 
breadth of view and profundity of 
thought. No man is more competent to 
assign to trusts their proper place In 
the economic world and point out their 
influences for and against the general 
weal. It is from such men, as Dr. Bas- 
com that the people must learn what 
the trust Is and what its tendencies 
are. It is from such as he that they 
must learn to distinguish, between the 
trust and aggregations; of capital 
which' have none of the trust dangers 
though having much of its surface re- 
semblance. From such as he they must 
learn the way to bring about that de- 
sirable condition In which neither capi- 
tal nor labor will rule, but in which 
both will serve society. 


When we consider the extremes of 


existing opinion regarding trusts it be- 
comes strongly apparent how neelfil 
it la that we seek the truth from a 
man like Dr. Bascom, who has no 
political ambitions, no pet economic 
theory to advance and defend, but who 
approaches society as the disinterested 
student, equipped with the penetrati ig 
and eorrelattne mind illumined by the 
light of Matory and passed by a deep 
understanding of the limitations of hu • 
man character. We have but to take 
two opinions from the endless number 
advanced hi these present days—ona 
by William Jennings Bryan, and the 
other by Eugene V. Debs. These men 
are well know to every man and voter 
In America. Mr. Bryan's opinion, has 
already been published and commented 
upon to the Transcript and is familiar 
to our readers. For the purpose of re- 
fnehing memories in the matter it \e 
oply necessary to state that Mr. Bryan 
declare* that not until Heaven sends 
an angel to preside over our affairs will 
w» b* ready for large aggregattona of 
capital. Mr. Debs has the opinion that 
is, at least in part, shared by socialists, 
nationalists and all suchv and in his 
speech In Boston the other evening he 
fairly •*«« defined It. The following 
is from that speech: 


"The trust, however, la not the ter- 


rible thing the walling »»class would 
have us beJieve it to be, only the last 
link forged Into the endless chain. The 
next will be when the people will take 
the trust and operate it in the interests 
of the whole country. Both parties will 
declare against it—the republicans, 
who represent the trusts and all who 
depend on them—the democrats, who 
represent the declining middle class 
and who want to turn the world back- 
ward. The trust Is simply the enlarged 
tool of labor, a great machine worked 
by, co-operative labor of million*. We 
tremble on the verge of the greatest 
change in the hn.tory of the human 
raqe. Men and women—for this is a 
women's movement—are massing be 
neath the conquering banner of econ* 
ic equality. In every hamlet and vil- 
lage and city and town in the land, -inrl 
In the old countries of the earth, social- 
ism is advancing to triumph. In Eu- 
rope the old regimes are tottering1, 'n 
Germany the last William reigns. T*i 
wjorld is to become co-operative Instead 
of competitive."

It is Just 
as reasonable to expect that six years 
of woman suffrage in Colorado has 
driven the women of that state insane 
M It 1* to expect that 80 years of the 
thing In Wyoming has cleaned th* mad 
houfwfl of all but one lone man.

WEATHER BUREAU'S SHOW; 


American Department to Have a Biff 


Exhibit la Parl» Next Year. 


It has been decided by the United 


States government to keep American 
visitors at the Paris exhibition In 1000 
Informed as to the conditions of the 
weather in the United States. At tfce 
request of Commissioner General Peck 
the weather bureau department at 
Washington will make a showing. Wil- 
lis L. Moore, chief of the bureau, has 
given orders for the preparation of a 
special exhibit of his department to 
be shipped to Paris, says the New 
York Press. The value of the Instru- 
ments to be sent to Paris and the cost 
of packing and exhibiting them will 
ai _ * to about $10,000. 


A thorough demonstration of the sys- 


tem will be given for the benefit of for- 
eigners.- The bureau building at the 
exhibition will have, among other 
things, a complete set of instruments, 
such as are found at every weather 
station In the United States. The work- 
ings of the forecasting division will b« 
demonstrated, and to do this fictitious 
reports will be made out, from which 
a prognostication will be made In tha 
regular way. 


The quadruple register, an Invention 


resulting from years of experience of 
the employees of the instrument di- 
vision, which records the velocity of 
the wind, its direction, the duration of 
sunshine and rainfall, will be exhibited. 
None of the European governments has 
anything like it In order to show a 
machine which records rainfall artifi- 
cial rain will be produced. The ther- 
mograph, which registers the pressure 
of the atmosphere, will be shown, as 
well as all the Instruments In common 
use. 


Apparatus employed at lake and 


coast stations to display storm signals 
will be set up, as well as a collection 
of maps indicating special or peculiar 
climatic conditions found in the United 
States. Many photographs also will 
be displayed. The different types of 
kites used by the bureau for scientific 
researches will be on exhibition, be- 
sides a kite meteorograph, a delicate 
bit of mechanism invented by Profess- 
or Marvin for determining the humidi- 
ty, pressure and temperature of the 
air and the velocity of the wind. Pro- 
fessor Marvin expects to be ready to 
ship a portion of the exhibit in Janu- 
ary. 
Unless unforeseen difficulties 


arise the exhibit will be ready at the 
opening of the exHibition. Three or 
four of the weather bureau scientists 
will act as assistants to Professor Mar- 
vin.

Kfatlng'Awar Stone "Walls. 


At first sight it would seem hardly 


possible for bacteria to be concerned 
in the breaking down of a stone wall, 
yet this is the cage, according to ob- 
servations made in studying the causa 
of the decay of cement The gradual 
disintegration of the cement mortar 
used In water supply reservoirs is one 
of the serious troubles met with by 
water engineers and-a trouble which 
so far they have not been able to avoid 
With any measure of practical snccesa. 


Hitherto this action was supposed to 


be the result of the solvent property of 
carbonic acid and other mineral sub- 
stances commonly present In a water 
supply. The cement gradually disin- 
tegrates and becomes a kind of mud 
which slowly detaches Itself. But now 
it has been found this strange process 
is due to the action of none other than 
that bacterium known as the nutrlfy- 
ing organism. An examination of the 
mud shows It to be teeming with these 
organisms.

YALE'S EXHIBIT AT PARIS. 


Geological Specimens and Models to 


Be Shown at the Exposition. 


The exhibit of the geological depart- 


ment of Yale university for the Paris 
exposition will include a series of il- 
lustrations of specimens and methods 
of installation in the geological depart- 
ment, consisting of groups of fossil 
corals, sponges, three slabs and one 
group of fossil crmoids, a group of 
trilobltes. fossil bryozoa, brachiopods, 
showing the development and internal 
structure; a group of cycads, a large 
single cycad, and one showing the male 
flower, says the New York Sun. A re- 
markable part of the exhibit will be 
a plaster model five feet in height of a 
stylonurus, the largest of American 
anthropolis. 


Fifteen charts, 22 by 28 inches, 


showing the restorations made by the 
late Professor O. O. Marsh of extinct 
vertebrate animals, dinosaurs, toothed 
birds and mammals, will also be 
Bhown. The exhibit will be completed 
by a series of models of brachiopods 
and trilobites, illustrating the means 
of instruction in geology in the Shef- 
field Scientific school.
